The ‘‘gentloman from Virginia’’ then turned 
and walked directly toward President Ingalls, 
presenting the appearance of one who was 
bound to take some one’s scalp. Every one 
expected the senate to be: disgraced by a 
scalping match, and a messenger was quickly 
dispatched for the sergeant-at-arms. 

However, “the gentleman from Virginia’ 
must have changed his mind, for he waiked to 
the president’s seat, turned quickly at right 
angles, and passed out through the rear door 
into the lobby. The sensation was of short 
duration, and not many people witnessed it, 
but it has been the general conversational 
topic tonight.

TALKING ABOUT TREATIES. 
Mr. Belmont Confident That the Chinese 


Question Will Be Settled. 


WASHINGTON, February §$.—An Associated 
Press reporter obtained today from Represent- 
ative Belmont, chairman of the house comimit- 
tee on foreign affairs, an important statement 
with regard to the Chinese question, and also 
as to the pending treaty with Great Britain. 
In reply to questions of the reporter, Mr. Bel- 
mont said he felt he could properly state that 
negotiations had been pending for some ,time 
foran amicable settlement of the Chinese 
question. They had been suspended during 
the summer in consequence of the absence of 
the Chinese minister, but had 
now been resumed, and were reaching 
completion He understood, in faet, 
that a draft*of the proposed treaty had been 
transmitted to the Chinese minister today con- 

* . . . s . 
taining such modifications of the existing 
treaty as would bring about the complete ex- 
clusion of that class of immigrants to which 
the people of the western coast objected. It 
was only justto the Chinese government to 
say there was no disposition on their part to 
stand in the way of such an agreement, and 
he believed there was a strong prospect that 
within a month we would have a treaty which 
would effectually dispose of the question. It 
would, of course, be necessary for congress to 
enact legislation tocarry out the purpose of 
such a treaty, and, therefore, it was desirable 
that the bills now pgnding before the house 
should not be hastily acted upon. If there 
should be a failure of negotiation, which did 
not seem likely, congress would be informed 
in ample time to pass independent legislation. 

Mr. Belmont further said that any treaty ar- 
rangement with China to prevent Chinese im- 
migration would of course have to be supple- 
mented by some stringent IMpislation, and per- 
hapseven by some treaty stipulations with 
Great Britain to suppress the introduction of 
Chinese coolie labor by the way of Hong Kong 
and Vancouver, by which our present re- 
strictive laws were largely avoided. It was 
understood there would be no difficulty on this 


; score, 


Speaking of the pending treaty with Great 
Britain, Mr. Belmont said-as the matter had 
been so widely discussed through the news- 
papers he thought it only just to the adminis- 
tration that it should be known that no clause 
vermitting the extradition of a citizen of the 
tinited States for any political offense was in- 
cluded in the treaty sent to the senate. If 
there was any such provision now under con- 
sideration, it must have been inserted as an 
umendmentin the senate. He declared em- 
phatically that there was no clause in the 
treaty as submitted to the senate which sur- 
renders any right which this government has 
always upheld; nor was there any provision 
which could be construed as permitting a sur- 
reuder on account of political offenses.

A NARROW ESCAPE FROM DEATH. 


Several Persons Injured Badiy—The Cars 
Shattered Into Splinters — Other 
Serious Accidents Yesterday. 


Kansas City, Mo., February 8.—Just as a 


‘train onthe Kansas City Cable railway was 


rounding the top of the steep viaduct leading 
from the union depot to Summit Bluff, at 
Ninth street, at 8 o’clock tonight, the machin- 
ery broke, and in a second the train, consisting 
of one grip-car and one passenger coach, was 
whirling down the incline at a frightful speed. 
At the bottom of the incline, at Eleventh 
street, where cars are switched for the return 
trip, stood another train. Fifty feet further 
back was still another empty train. Although 
the first train ran down £* feet, it stayed on 
the track, and at the bottom of the grade its 
passenger coach struck the grip-car of the sta- 
tionary train, almost totally demolishing it, 
and hurling the passenger coach back to the 
third train, wrecking it badly. 

Although the evening trains were just 
arriving at the union depot, 100 feet away, it 
happened that there were very few passengers 
on either of the trains. Ward Russell, an 
employe of the road, was caught between the 
bumpers of the middle train, and fatally 
mangled. The gripman on the first train, H. 
F. Gude, suffered a broken leg. Brakeman 
Boffman had his right arm broken, and Al 
Sharp, a passenger, was slightly injured at the 
same place. Other persons who were injured 
were all passengers, and most of them were on 
the train which became unmanageable.

A sample bear- 
ing the stamp of Halstead & Co., Pure fam- 
ily lard,® and another from the same firm, 
stamped in Spanish, “Pare lari registered,” 
etc., confained so far asthe tests had been 
carried, Rot a particle of hog’s lard, but were 
made enfirely of beef fat and cotton seed oil. 

Mr. i, who prodaced these samples, said 
he had néver heard of the firm of Halstead & 
Co., befofe, but he had purchased the samples 
in respectable neighborhoods in New York. 

Mr. Sqhires’ attorney produced a package of 
“‘pure leaf jard,’”’ put up by Squires & Co., 
and purchased in the open market by Profes- 
sor Sharpless, which the latter testified was 
entirely hog product, and contained no trace 
of anything else. He was questioned at length 
about thé methods of test, and comparative 
healthfulness of hog’s lard, beef fat and cot- 
ton seed @il. With regard to cotton seed oil, 
he said it healthfulness as an article of diet 
was stilla mooted question. It was not a 
matter for chemists or medical men to dtcide. 

Messrs; Hilland Sharpless being cross-ex- 
amined, testified that the ~~ of Squires’s 
product Was a quality of lard inferior to that 
produced, but bore the stamp ‘‘pure lard’’ in 
contradigtion to ‘‘pure leaf lard.’’ It was en- 
tirely hog product, derived however, from 
trimmings of the hog, including a portion of 
leaf. 

Mr. Fairkanks, of Fairbanks & Co., of Chi- 
cago, took the witness stand and described to 
the committee the history of the modern lard 
product.. Twenty-five years ago, lard oil was 
pressed from the hog product, leaving stearine, 
a hard, waxy substance, for which there was 
little demand. Then a firm in’'New York con- 
ceived the idea of mixing this stearine with 
ordinaryitard, and formed a compound which 
gave better satisfaction, especially in warm 
countries, than pure lard. Then, packing- 
houses, in making lard, got to dumping into 
pans everything—heads, feet, intestines, etc., 
and made a product which was offensive, hay- 
ing, as witness said, a “‘hoggy taste.’’ Refiners 
cast about for something to neutralize this and 
found it m cotten seed oil. Out of a hundred 
tierces of packers’ lard the refiners got about 
one tierce of mud and filth ‘‘as black as your 
coat.”’ To the product thus refined 
and purified, they now. added 25 per 
cent of gotton seed cil and 15 per cent of 
stearine, which compound comprises seven- 
eights of the lard now on the market. Once 
or twice, when the compound ran short, pure 
lard had been supplied to the customers, and 
witness Was overwhelmed at once with the 
complaint that the consumers were dissatis- 
fied. The trouble with Squires, Mr. Fairbanks 
said, arose from the fact that his (witness’s) 
firm hadsecured a large part of Squire’s trado, 
especially in New England, and that gentle- 
man had agitated the passage of the bill be- 
cause small dealers would not take out a 
license to sell the compound, as required by the 
bill, and as no license would be required to sell 
pure hog fat lard, they would regard the pur- 
chase of lard manufactured by Squires. The 
demand for legislation did not come from the 
people. The increasing sales of lard 
made by witness's firm proved that 
the public wanted their lard. If 
his lard should be adulterated with 
injurious substances, the effect would quickly 
be communicated to him in reduced sale. He 
asserted the superior healthfulness of com- 
pound lard, as compared with pine hog lard fat, 
and when asked why he did not label as com- 
poundélard, he said the American people were 
not educated upon oils yet. He jobjected to 
being compelled to change the brand “refined 
lard,’’ because that label was part of his stock 
in trade, the result of twenty-five years’ atten- 
tion to business.

W..sHineT*’, February 8.—The secretary of 
war today transmitted to congress a tabutar 
statement of the militia force of the United 
States, which shows that at the last returns 
there were 82 general officers, 1,105 officers of 
the general staff, 1,638 officers of regimental 
and field staff, and 5,385 company officers, 
making a totol of 8,210 commissioned officers. 
There were 18,351 non-commissioned officers, 
2.900 musicians and 71,396 privates, making in 
all 92,627 enlisted men and a grand total 
(officers and men) for the militia force of 100,- 
837 men. The number of men available for 
military duty (unorganized) is set down at 
7,920,768, but in some cases the figures are 
based upon estimates made in the war depart- 
ment. :

POINTS IN THE SPEECH OF THE QUEEN 


Preparations For the Opening of Parila- 
ment—Conservatives Urged to be On 
Hand Promptly — Other News. ~ 


Lonpon, February 8.—The queen’s speech 
was read at the ministerial banquet this even- 
ing. The speech, after congratulating the 
country upon its pacific foreign relations, an- 
nounces the intention of the government to in- 
troduce a bill declaring squares and thorough- 
fares as unsafe for public gatherings; a bill of 
broad scope dealing with"Wish land valuation 
and an English local government bill. The 
speech expresses satisfaction at the diminu- 
tion of crime and the improved’ social condi- 
tion in Ireland. Other measures announced 
are bills relating to land transfers, tithes, 
amendment of limited libility companies acts, 
employer's liability for accidents andtimproved 
technical education. 

The speech does not refer to the European 
crisis. Reference to foreign relations is de- 
voted chiefly to Afghan boundary settlement 
and the sugar bounties conference. The speech 
promises that attention will be given to the 
question regarding cealing stations and docks 
at home and in the colonies, and announces 
that parliament will be asked to receive esti- 
mates of the expense connected with the Aus- 
tralian squadron. 

A cabinet couneil has beem summoned for 
Friday. 

The government has issued an imperative 
whip instructing its supporters to be present 
in the house of commons before the address in 
reply to the aueen’s speech is moved. The at- 
tendance of conservative members is neces- 
sary, the whip says, because there is reason to 
believe that the Parnellites will attempt to 
raise a question of privilege regarding the im- 
prisonment of their colleagues. 

Members of the last liberal cabinet met at 
Mr. Gladstone’s London residence this evening 
to consider the political situation.

LONDON, February 8.—Mr. Gladstone arrived 
at Dover this afternoon.

GOSSIP FROM GERMANY. 


Proceedings of the Reichstag —Congratulat- 
ing Bismarck. 

Berwin, February 8.—At the sitting of the 
budget committee of the reichs today, Dr. 
Stephan, minister of posts and telegraphs, an- 
nounced that it is the intention of the govern- 
ment, when the telegraph agreement comes 
into operation on January Ist, 1889, to abolish 
the forty pfennig ground tax and reduce the 
rate between Germany and England from 20 
to 16 pfennig. 

The Aktionaer announces that the credit 
which the Prussian government intends to ask 
of the landtag for railway purposes exceeds 
100,000,000 marks. 

Bismarck’s promise in his speech in the 
reichstag to support any Russian proposals 
compatible with the treaty of Berlin relative 
to Bulgaria, was made with the concurrence of 
Germany’s aid. According to frontier advices, 
the movements of Russian troops continue. 

Dispatches from Bucharest say that the Rus- 
sian minister there, since the publication of the 
Austro-German treaty, has presented to the 
government a note demanding an explanation 
of Roumania’s attitude toward the triple alli- 
ance. 

Among the congratulations received by 
Bismarck on his speech in the reichstag, were 
several messages from sovereigns of German 
states expressing warm approval of his utter- 
ances.

BISMARCK’S SPEECH. 


The Russian Press Thinks Peace is Fully 
Restored. 

Sr. PeTeERSBURG, February 8.—The Journal 
De St. Petersburg says: 

As Bismarck has emphasized the purely exclu- 
sively defensive character of the Austro-German 
alliance, and in terms which do honor to him has 
expressed absolute confidence in the words of the 
czer, whore pacific views have been distinctly de- 
clared, we may conclude that peace ts fully assured. 
We prefer this peaceful guarantee to that of arma- 
ments. but we will not insist upon this point, Bis- 
marek haying affirmed the right of each country to 
assure its own security with itsown forces. We also 
abstain from striking the balance between Russian 
and German mutual services, often tong og by 
common interests, which constitute the best basis 
for the good relations between the two states. We 
will congratulate ourselves if this remains the future 
basis for the relations between Germany and Russia.

The War Between the Ruilroads—Rates. 
Reduced All Around. 


CHIcAGao, February 8.—Today's rate cutting 
among the wes ern roads started off by the Chicago 
and Northwestern reducing rates from Chicago toe 
Dulath, Ashland and Lake Superior ports to the 
same basis as the cut rates made between Chicago 
and St. Pau). This move was in retaliation against 
the Wisconsin Central for redu¢ing their rates to 
Duluth, as competing lines thought it possible te 
keep the reductions out of that section. The action 
of the Northwestern did not please the Milwaukee 
and St. Paul officials, and they came back with 
another reduction between Chicago and St. Paul of 
16 per cent below the recent cut, making rates:

The Burlington road, in order 
to hitthe Milwaukee and St. Paul end Couneil 
Bluffs and Omaha, reduced the rates on live stock 
from $55 to $37.50 a r load to Chicago. The 
Milwaukee and St. Paul basa dressed beef contract at, 
Omaha which ts based on relative stock rates, and 
the Burlington’s reduction pulled down the &t. 
Paul's dressed meat reve nue. The 
St. Paul ret iliated with a sim- 
ilar reduction on live stock rates. Kansas City and 
Southwestern Missouri river points to Chicago, 837.50 
car loads. The Chicago and Ohio river ines met in 
the morning and reduced meat rates Chicago,to At- 
lanta, Ga., and other southern points five cents a 
hundred. This was done to meet the cut rate com- 
petition jfrom Katsas City via St. Louis. Dressed 
meat rates,Kansas City to Chicago, were brought 
down by all lines from forty to twenty cents per 
hundred pounds. Furlington decided to meet the 
cut rates to Des Moines, and the decreased figures te 
that point were also extended to Davenport, Du- 
bugue, Burlington, Ottumwa, and other points, 
This ended the cutting for the day. No attempts 
are te ng mate to bring abcn® a settlement of the 
troubles.

ing from the effects of an overdose of mor- 
phine.

The doc- 
tor decided to give her stimulents, but she 
could not take them. Hethen put some- 
thing less than a weighed grain of morphine 
into twenty teaspoonfule of water, and di- 
rected that she be given one teaspoonful every 
five or ten minutes. He then called to see an- 
other patient, but returned an hour later, 
when he foundthat about half of the medi- 
cine had been taken. It was not too much, 
and seemed .to be having a good effect. He 
then directed that if she didn’t rest well to 
give another teaspoonful in half an hour, and 
another in one hour, 

In the course of the next two hours, he was 
again called in and found thatshe had taken 
the remainder of the medicine. In speaking 
of the matter, Dr. Terry said a grain of mor- 
phine is not enough to prove fatal ordinarily, 
but-in her weakened con:ition a grain taken in 
so short a time was too much forher. Her 
death is indeed deplorable, and, while it ap-

From the Washington 8Star: 

“Is it true that smoking cigars causes cancer?’ 
“Hardly. Excessive smcking, as excessive e ting, 
drinking or any ether dissipation will promote 
eancer if the person is already predisposed to it. 
There isno reason to suppose that smoking wil 
cause cancer. Many people smoke at a frightful 
rate and get no cancer. Many never use tobacco 
and die with cancer. Women bare cancer of the 
breast and throat. They are not caused by smok- 
ing. If a person is predisposed to cancer it may be 
brought out by any sort of vioience against nature. 

“Late hours, too much eating, too much drinking, 
ixregular habits of any sort may developit. It may 
be developed by a hard blow. Sullivan might bit a 
man in the neck and develop a cancer tor him. A 
long continued sore throat, breathing bad afr fora 
long time, anything irritating the tbroat, might de- 
velop a cancer that was trying to come into exist- 
eece. There isa theory that cancer is heriditary, 
but the heriditary line is not strongly marked. 
Hcrditament in it cannot be traced with any cer- 
tainty. Cancers are not common.

Colonel George T. Fry thinks there is no 
doubt that the Atlantic, Alanta and Great Western 
railroad, of which he fs presiaent, will be built. He 
says work on it will be commenced early in next 
April, and that the entire line will: be completed by 
July, 1890. 

The charter granted by the last legislature au 
thorized the building of the road from Savannah by 
way of Springfield, in Effingham county; Sylvania, 
in Sereven county; Waynesboro, in Burke county: 
Sparta, in Mancock county, and Eatonton, in Put- 
nam county, to Atlanta; thence to a point on the 
Alabama line, in the direction of Sheffield, the ob- 
ject. being te connect Savannah, Atlanta and 
Shefheld by rail and to place on the Atlantic ocean 
aud on the western rivers a line of steamers to be 
rhn in conection with the railroad.

Captain Couch Gives the Particulars of His
